The house drafters are aiming now 
so that an ill or unemployed man aet- 
lally requiring cash can get a loan 
rom a hank at once, up to 50 per cent 
of the amount alloted to the soldiers

For instance, the average soldier 
-erred 329 days an,] be could take his 
tr u n c a te to a bank and get a loan of 
>161.50. 
lf he deferred payment, the hank 
would then turn to the treasury and 
et its payments with interest back at 
the close of three years from the date 
of the passage of the bill.

TREASURER HINES 
EXPLAINS STATE 
FINANCE PROBLEM

Si. Paul. March 2—Overdraft of the 
stale revenue funds this year will not 
ext eed three million dollars, according 
to Henry Hines, state treasurer. 
This 
can he made up, Hines said, by bor­ 
rowing from other state funds in the 
firs! two months of next year. 
This shortage was anticipated by the 
last legislature, ii was pointed out, 
when it appropriated two million dol­ 
lars for the payment of bonus claims. 
"The shortage will In* taken care 
of.” Hines said, "by a provision enact­ 
ed by tho last legislature which in­ 
creased 'In* amount which could bo 
borrowed from other funds in case of 
an overdraft from six hundred thou­ 
sand dollars to three million dollars " 
It the shortage goes over the latter 
amount, ii will have to be borrowed 
from hanks in the state.

The reimbursement claims of 
Hennepin and Ramsey counties r e ­ 
main to be acted upon and, no fixed 
totals for those counties available, es­ 
timates were taken to complete the 
list of 79 counties in the averages. 
Averages for the

were $72,000 of motor vehicle taxes 
compared with $375,960 of trunk high­ 
way improvements in each. The other 
counties showed averages of $23,547 
of tru n k fund charges against $39,988 
of tax payments. 
The latter list in­ 
cludes Clay, Kittson, McLeod, Nicollet.

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A DEAD ISSUE 


The announcement of the American 
Federation of Labor, declaring their 
intention of waging an active cam­ 
paign for the election of congressmen 
who will vote for light wines and beer 
as their interpretation of the eigh-1 
teenth amendment, is attracting much 
attention and comment. 
Both Repub­ 
lican and Democratic politicians, how­ 
ever. express the opinion that neither 
of Hie great political parties will make 
un issue of it, hut that it may become 
of considerable importance in some 
localities. 
As analyzed by the political lead­ 
ers the cities and industrial centers 
are interested in seeing the sale of 
light wines and beer made legal, while 
the smaller towns and country dis­ 
tricts generally are just the opposite. 
Usually cities and industrial centers 
in the North are Democratic—and also 
“wet.” But despite the announcement 
of the American Federation of Labor, 
neither 
Republican 
nor 
Democratic 
leaders believe the light will become 
nation-wide. 
The agitation for light wines and 
beer may be described as “spotty.” 
In some localities it may possibly he 
made an issue, but in the great ma­ 
jority of communities it is undoubt­ 
edly a dead question politically, and 
will remain so. 


In the opinion of Attorney General 
Daugherty, the activities of the va­ 
rious trade associations do not con­ 
travene provisions of the Sherman an­ 
ti-trust laws, unless in actual practice 
they develop enhanced 
prices, sup­ 
pressed competition or curtailed pro­ 
duction. 
This opinion of the Attor 
ney General, expressed informally and 
tentatively, was made public by Mr. 
Hoover. 
Ho had inquired as to the 
legal limits within which trade asso­ 
ciations could properly operate. 


BOUNDARY DISPUTE SETTLED 


The boundary dispute between Min­ 
nesota and Wisconsin has been te r­ 
minated by the United States Supreme 
Court, in a Anal decree entered on 
Monday. The boundary in controvery- 
sy extended from lower St.. Louis bay 
to the falls in the St. Louis river. Tile 
decree was based on the line surveyed 
and marked by a commission under an 
opinion delivered by the co urt March 
1920, and the two states have a p ­ 
proved the decision of the commis­ 
sion.

IMPORTANT RAILROAD DECISION 


A decision was rendered 
by 
the 
United States Supreme Court on Mon­ 
day which declares that railroad pas­ 
senger fares within a state are sub­ 
ject to regulation by the Federal gov­ 
ernment. 
The court sustained itlie 
lower court, which prohibited the Wis­ 
consin railroad commission from in­ 
terfering with tho Chicago, Burling­ 
ton & Quincy railroad in putting into 
effect increases in passenger fares in 
state travel authorized by the Inter­ 
state Commerce Commission. 
Til constitutionality of the Federal 
railway rate-making powers asserted 
in the t r a n s p o r t a t i o n # ^ was brought 
under concerted attack when the Wis­ 
consin rate case was carried to the 
Supreme Court for settlement. 
The 
decision is therefore an important one, 
and will doubtless have a far-reaching 
effect in the adjustment of railroad 
rates. 


REMARKABLE BUSINESS 
JMUROVEMENT 


Tuesday last was the last day of 
grace for the payment of motor li- 
ense taxes without the penalty of 25 
cents a day, and the Secretary of 
State says that more than 100,000 car 
owners have failed to register their 
machines to date.

They were given 
preferred places and unusual a tte n ­ 
tion as old time friends of the "jedgo.” 
One aged man arose from a sickbed 
against physicians’ orders. He received 
a gentle scolding from Judge Landis, 
who assured hint he had intended to 
come to his home and visit him as soon 
as he was free. 
The luatday of Landis’ court was 
characteristic of all others. 
The last, 
case was on. and the evidence was in. 
Jumping electrically from his huge 
chair, his pugnacious jaw set grimly, 
his terrifying eyebrows fairly brist­ 
ling. the judge bestowed upon one of 
two men a long, long glare. Then the 
deadly forefinger came slow ly up until 
it had been leveled like a pistol at the 
heads of two culprits quailing at the 
bar. 
Fine of I Lent and 
“ For you. ” the cutting voice draw led 
at Hie nearer man, “the sentence will 
be a tine of- -I cent. 
You tried to do 
r i g h t ! 
“ But t'or you,”

A gavel hanged. The foreliugor was 
withdrawn. 
The lethal glare relaxed. 
Judge Landis had finished his career 
on Hie federal bench and stepped down 
to shake hands with the crow d in the 
room. 
The two men upon whom he passed 
sentence as his final act, are Abraham 
Ba ley and Jacob Grossman, owners of 
the Empire theater, and evaders of the 
federal am usem ent tax.

Judge Landis made his decision in­ 
stantly: I cent for the man who bud 
tried to square himself: $5,000 for his 
unwilling partner. 
Judge Landis wound up Ii is career 
oil the bench by disposing of IO cases 
in rapid lire order. 
In Hie words of a 
court attendant, he was ”1,000 per ceut 
Landis)” 
After the final sentence. Judge Lan­ 
dis said: 
“Mr. Bailiff, are there any more 
cases?” 
“None, your Uouur,” was the reply. 


"Court," began the judge. 
He arose 
and for several seconds stood looking 
around the room. 
Then he continued 
* * * is adjourned.” 
Tile judge stalked into his chambers 
without a word and a few minutes 
later dozens of friends \vho jammed 
their way in found him sitting in the 
corner on an old packing box talking 
to his son, Reed. 
Refuses to Bet urn to Bench 
Asked to pose on the bench for pho­ 
tographers, the judge said: 
“I shall never return to the bench. 
If you want to photograph me, do it 
here.” 
The judge was particularly hard on 
Volstead act violators at his final ses­ 
sion of court. 
Owners of three build­ 
ings he had closed because they held 
saloons were refused permission to re­ 
open. 
“Your honor,” said one attorney “the
